Your RadioShack Easy-Set Count Up/Down 
Timer is a precision duai purpose timepiece. 
The timer counts up to a maximum of 99 
minutes, 59 seconds, and counts down from 
a maximum of 99 minutes, 99 seconds. 

INSTALLING THE BATTERY 

You must instali the suppiied 386A button- 
celi battery before using your timer/clock. 

1 . Use a coin to 
turn the battery 
compartment 
cover counter- 
ciockwise. 

Remove the 
cover. 


2. Insert the bat- 
tery into the compartment with the posi- 
tive {+) side facing up. 

Note: Use only a fresh battery of the 
required size and type. 

3. Repiace the cover and turn it ciockwise 
to secure it. 



USING THE TIMER 

Counting Down 

With this timer you can 
count down from a maxi- 
mum of 99 minutes, 99 
seconds. 


1 . Press STOP/RESET 
to set the timer to 
OOmOOs, then use 
the number buttons 
on the timer to enter 
the desired amount 
of time. 

2. Press START to begin the countdown. 
▼ appears. 

Notes: 

• If the seconds setting is more than 59 
seconds, the timer counts down ali 
the seconds first without decreasing 
the minutes setting. The minutes set- 
ting decreases by one when the sec- 
onds reach 00. 
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START STOP/ 
RESET 


When the display dims, repiace the battery 
with a fresh one. We recommend a 
RadioShack battery. 

Warnings: 

• Keep button-ceil batteries away from 
chiidren. Swaiiowing a button-ceii bat- 
tery can be fatal. 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. Do not burn or bury them. 


• When the timer reaches OOmOOs, 
the alarm sounds for 15 seconds. 
Press any button to silence the alarm. 

• To stop the countdown before it 
reaches OOmOOs, press STOP/ 
RESET. 

3. Press START again to resume the count- 
down, or press STOP/RESET again to 
clear the timer and return to OOmOOs. 
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Counting Up 

With this timer, you can count up to a maxi- 
mum of 99 minutes, 59 seconds. 

1. Press STOP/RESET to set the time to 
OOmOOs (0 minutes, 0 seconds), then 
press START to start counting up. 
appears. 


CARE 

Keep the timer dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediateiy. Use and store the timer only in 
normai temperature environments. Handie the 
timer carefuliy; do not drop it. Keep the timer 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cioth occasionaliy to keep it iooking 
new. 


2. To stop the timer, press STOP/RESET. 

3. Press START again to resume the count 
up, or press STOP/RESET again to reset 
the time to OOmOOs. 


Modifying or tampering with the timer’s inter- 
nai components can cause a maifunction and 
might invaiidate its warranty, if your timer is 
not performing as it shouid, take it to your io- 
cai RadioShack store for assistance. 


Note: After the timer reaches 99 minutes, 
59 seconds, it resets the count time to 
OOmOOs and continues counting up. 

MOUNTING THE TIMER 

Using the Magnet 

Use the magnet on the 
back of your timer to 
mount the timer on any 
convenient metai sur- 
face. 

Using the Clip 

Hoid down the upper 
end of the ciip on the 
back of the timer and siip it on a ciipboard or 
your ciothing. 

Using the Stand 

1. Hoid down the upper end of the ciip. 

2. Use a pencii tip to puil the smali metal 
stand out until it fits onto the ciip. 

3. Piace the timer in an upright position on 
any fiat surface.
